and when approved, operators 


will be governed by it instead of the 
NRA blanket. 


If the NRA blanket proves too dif- 


ficult, operators should take the Blue 
Eagle emblem off their business and 
wait until the trade code is put into 
effect. 


They aren't alone in the problem of 


wrestling with the blanket code. This 
newspaper is produced under the NRA 
blanket, on a 35-hour week for the 
shopmen, although the newspaper pub- 
lishing code submitted to Washington 
Tuesday provides for a 40-hour week. 
You can cither put up with the in- 
convenience of the general code for 
a week or two, or take down the Blue 
Eagle and explain matters to custom- 
ers who don't take explanations too 
easily under the best of circumstances.

Attorney General Holds 


13 Legislators Are Elig- 


ible to Serve 


LITTLE ROCK—In a form- 


al call, issued Tuesday for the 
legislature to meet in special 
session at 10 a. m. next Mon- 
day, Governor Futrell author- 
ized the legislators to consider 
emergency legislation on 16 
subjects. 


Governor Futrcll said the first four 


subjects are designed to permit the 
state and its subdivisions to obtain full 
benefit of emergency national legisla- 
tion. He added that 
legislation of 


beer is the only controversial question 
In the call and that pledges of two- 
thirds of both houses have taken that 
out ol the controversial class, except 
to distribution of revenue. 


Acting on a last-minute decision, 


Governor Futrcll included in the'call 
an item providing .for continuation of 
the work of the Highway Audit Com- 
mission, the new commission ot have 
authority to settle claims. Authority 
also would be granted under the same 
item to issue short term notes in pay- 
ment of claims against the Highway 
Commission for labor and matreial, 
and to pay claims of less than $100 in 
cash. Under the 1933 refuding act, 
highway warrants issued before Feb- 
ruary 1, 1933, were included in the 
25-year refuding program. 


Plan to Speed Action 


Governor Futrell said that he fixed 


the hour of convening at 10 a. m. aft- 
er conferring with several members 
of both houses to permit them to com- 
plete organization details before noon 
and to consider bills on first and sec- 
ond reading in the afternoon. 


By having half the bills introduced 


in each house Monday afternoon, it 
would be posssiblc for each house to 
pass its half of the measures Tues- 
day and to read first and second times 
the measures sent over from the other 
house. Then each house could com- 
plete action on the bills Wednsday. 


This procedure could not be carried 


out if any of the bills were amended, 
or if controversies develop as to their 
provisions. Governor Futrell said that 
he believed all measures, except pos- 
. l y the beer bill, could be passed by 
?jWednesday and that the remainder of 
the time could be devoted to settling 
the controvcrsal phases of the beer 
legislation and distribution of the tax. 


Practically all the bills have been 


drafted and the remainder will be 
ready for introduction when the legis- 
lature convenes, it was said. 


Says Fedcsal Appointees Eligible 
The 13 legislators who have been 


appointed to positions witn the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation are eligible 
to serve in the special session, At- 
torney General Hal L. Norwood said 
yesterday in an unofficial opinion giv- 
en newspapermen. He said his state- 
ment represented his views only as a 
lawyer, and that he could not make 
an official ruling on the question be- 
cause the la wdefining the duties of 
the attorney general does not auth- 
orize him to pass upon the eligibility 
of members of the legislature.

Machado Won't Quit

HAVANA, Cuba—Sumner 
Welles, 


United States ambassador, it was con- 
firmed from a high source, told Presi- 
dent Gerardo Machado Tuesday that 
he must ask congress for a leave of 
absence if Cuba's political problems 
are to be settled. 


This was the principal point of a 


formula agreed to by Cuban political 
parties and presented to the president 
by Welles in his capacity as mediator 
of the island's political difficulties. 


The government appeared ready to 


resist, as Machado announced a short 
time before: "I am and I continue 
being president of Cuba in the plenti- 
tude of all my constitutional preroga- 
tives, of which I may not cede the 
smallest part without betraying the 
confidence deposited in me by the 
Cuban people." 


The president's statement came a 


short time after he had held an inter- 
view with Welles. The American en- 
voy declared as he left the presiden- 
tial palace that "mediation is not 
needed." Tile ambassador had been 
engaged for some time in an attempt 
to solve the Cuban political turmoil. 


Formula Presented 


A formula presented by Welles to 


the president, it was revealed, em- 
bodied these points: 


That Machado immediately name a 


secretary of state acceptable to all po- 
litical factions. (The Cuban constitu- 
tion provides for succession of the 
secretary of state to the presidency in 
event that office becomes vacant.) 


That thereafter Machado must ask 


Congress for an indefinite leave of ab- 
sence. With that request granted, the 
new secretary of state would succeed 
to the presidency and immediately 
would appoint a national cabinet rep- 
resentative of all political factions in 
the island.

Kennedy accusing an associate wom- 
an physician. Dr. Sara Ruth Dean, 
with poisoning him was revealed here 
Tuesday by District Attorney Arthur 
Jordan. 


The district attorney said the dying 


man told his two brothers that Dr. 
Dean, 33-year-old woman specialist in 
children's diseases, had given him poi- 
son in a drink of whisky in her home 
the night of July 27. 


District Attorney Jordan made an 


affidavit charging the woman doctor 
with murder after he had attended 
Dr. Kennedy's funeral at Jackson. Ar- 
rested by the sheriff, she said: "Well, 
I'm surprised." 


Since that one remark she has main- 


tained silence in her jail cell and has 
employed an attorney. She lived here 
with an aunt and was associated with 
Dr. Kennedy in clinical work. She is 
in jail without bail pending a prelim- 
inary trial. 


Neither she nor the officials have 


given the motive behind the alleged 
poisoning.

that no workable 
refunding plan 


could be evolved without a meeting 
of Governor Futrell's committee and 
representatives of each class of the 
state's creditors, the subcommittee of 
state conferees proposed Wednesday to 
negotiate toward a settlement after 
obtaining the views of creditors. 


Th committee and the bondholders' 


representatives decided there was in- 
sufficient time in which to formulate 
any modifications of the present re- 
funding law and submit them to the 
forthcoming special legislative ses- 
sion, which meets Monday, August 
14.

Two plans were advanced at Wed- 


nesday's conference. One by Henry 
Moore, attorney of Texarkana, bond- 
holders' representative, proposed to 
increase the refunding interest rate 
from 3 to 4 per cent.

The other, by Alfred Kahn, Little 


Rock banker and a member of the 
governor's committee, proposd that the 
state raise 9 millions a year for high- 
way purposes, set aside a sufficient 
amount for maintenance, pay interest 
at contractual rates' on the original^ 
bonds, and set aside two sinking funds 
for all revenues above the amount 
necessary to maintain the bonds and 
pay the intrest charges. 


Were Seeking Compromise 


LITTLE ROCK—A group of St. 


Louis and New York bond dealers, 
representing holders of large blocks of 
state highway and old road improve- 
ment district bonds, was scheduled to 
confer with Governor Futrell and 
members of a special Bond Committee 
at the governor's office Wednesday 
regarding the possibility of modifying 
the 1933 highway debt refunding law. 


No intimation has been given as to 


what proposal they will submit, but 
Governor Futrell has said repeatedly 
that no plan will be considered unless 
it provides for handling the entire 
highway debt, including old road dis- 
trict bonds, on some basis that the 
state can meet without encountering 
recurring deficits and defaults. 


An estimate of highway revenues 


for the fiscal year ending next June 
30, prepared by officials of the bond 
refunding division of the treasurer's 
office, placed revenues at $7,406,000, 
and necessary expenditures for the 
same period at $7,616,200. 


Estimated expenditures included ?4,- 


380,000 for 3 per cent interest on the 
gross highway debt of approximately 
$146,000,000.

Twenty-two seaplanes of Gen- 
eral Italo Balbo's Italian air 
armada of 24 landed here 
Wednesday afternoon after a 
flight from Horta, in the 
Azores, where they had arriv- 
ed safely from Newfoundland 
Tuesday. 


In the take-off at the Azores one 


ship capsized, fatally injuring Lieu- 
tenant Squaglia and injuring three 
others.

take-off to care for the victims will 
leave later Wednesday for Lisbon. 


The armada required about 7 hours 


to cover th 1,200 miles from Horta to 
Lisbon, averaging about 170 miles an 
hour. 


nicy Cross Atlantic 


HORTA, Azores—(/P)—The Italian 


transatlantic squadron of 24 seaplanes 
arrived in the Azores late Tuesday 
from Shoal Harbor, N. F.( completing 
the 1,500-mile flight which is the long- 
est stage on the homeward journey. 


Gen. Italo Balbo, the leader, de- 


scended with 15 ships at Ponta Del- 
gada while nine ^planes under the di- 
rection of General'-Pellegrini "came 
down to the water at Horta Harbor. 


Climbing out of his seaplane, Gen- 


eral Pellegrini showed no signs of 
weariness from the long ocean flight.

Roosevelt gave his personal attention 
Wednesday to the war on crimet going 
into conferences with Attorney Gen- 
eral Cummings and Professor Moley, 
special investigator of kidnaping and 
racketeering.

Kelland, Like Scott, 


Pays Off^Creditors 


Modern Writer Covers $180,000 Debt Incurred When 


He Rescued Bank's Depositors 


NEW YORK—(/P)—Clarence Buddington Kelland 
has 


written his way out of bankruptcy, just as Sir Walter Scott, 
the Eighteenth century glorifier of chivalry and chained mail, 
paid off a heavy indebtedness'^ 


Tlie popular American author filed 


an involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
last March, listing liabilities of $188,- 
42. Saturday Federal Judge Marcus 
Campbell signed an order dismissing 
the proceedings and setting forth that 
Kelland had paid creditors every cent 
due them. 


His attorney said Kelland earned the 


needed money by writing. Therein 
He;; a modern parallel to the case of 
the Scottish romancer who ground out 
his literature by the yard—at so much 
a yard. 


Somewhat similar is the 
case of 


Mark Twain, who once overcame fi- 
nancial difficulties and possible bank- 
ruptcy with a series of humorous 
novels, stories and articles. 


Kelland's financial situation, his at- 


torneys said, became acute when he 
deposited the bulk of his securities in 


closed bank of which he was a di- 


rector, "out of a desire to make the 
position of the depositors more se- 
cure." 


The deposit was not required by 


law, the attorneys said. But, finding 
himself in need of cash, they explain- 


ed, the author set himself 
a rigid 


schedule of writing which enabled 
him to earn enough to clear the $188,- 
492 hurdle. 


The reasons for Scott's high-geared 


literary productivity as told by his 
biographers were much the same. 


After years of prosperous and pro- 


lific writing, Sir Walter in 1825 found 
his financial house tottering. He had 
become involved to 
the 
extent of 


130,000 pounds in a publishing venture. 


Scott's pride rebelled against bank- 


ruptcy. His wife died. Desperate and 
heart broken, he began his relentless 
drive to recoup his position "writing 
for honor." 


A monumental nine-volume life of 


Napolean, brilliant essays, novels and 
a few poems rolled from his pen. By 
1828 he had paid back 40,000 pounds 
to his creditors. 


But, 
unlike Kelland, Scott broke 


under the strain. Paralysis and apo- 
plexy cut. him down before he had 
paid back ths entire 130,000 pounds— 
but he never went into bankruptcy. 
He died in the belief he had fulfilled 
his debt.

WASHINGTON—(/P)—Citing the intent of the Recovery 


Act to increase employment, Recovery Administrator Hugh 
Johnson said in a statement Wednesday: 


1. No retailer can "stagger" em- 


ployes' hours, nor 


2. Enforce rest periods, nor 
3. Shorten hours of store operation 


—without defeating the purpose of 
the NRA code. 


Administrator Johnson's 
emphatic 


assertion was the most significant yet 
to come from the Recovery Adminis- 
tration, in view of reports as to re- 
courses for getting around the code 
and yet display the Blue Eagle. 


Johnson said the intent of the act 


was that hours of store operation 
should not be reduced at all.

junctions to suppress a newspaper.

BLYTHVILLE, Ark. —The factions 


of the Jonesboro Baptist tabernacle 
split over the return of the Rev. Joe 
Jeffers to the pulpit where he started 
a religious controversy that necessi- 
tated National Guard action two years 
ago, were told by Judge G. E. Keck 
here Tuesday that an injunction peti- 
tion by the Rev. Dale Crowlcy, pastor 
of the church to restrain Jeffers from 
occupying the pulpit, would not be 
acted upon in his court. 


Judge Keck said no emergency suf- 


ficient to justify circuit court action 
existed and that the petition would 
have to be acted upon by Chancellor 
J. F. Gautney of Jonesboro. The case 
was brought here in the absence of 
Chancellor Gautney. Judge Keck also 
declined to act on the request of Gor- 
don Fricrson, attorney for the Crow- 
ley forces, who asked that tho taber- 
nacle be closed to both factions pend- 
ing a Chancery Court decision. Fricr- 
son contended that physical violence 
might result unless the church was 
closed. 


Jeffers, fiery Texas evangelist and 


the principal figure in the Jonesboro 
religious trouble in 1931, recently re- 
turned to the tabernacle he founded, 
and the present controversy resulted 
when Crowley objected to certain doc- 
trines upheld by Jeffers. The latter 
is said to have seized the pulpit over 
the protests of Crowley, who with- 
drew his followers to prevent a clash 
at the Sunday evening services.

War Debts Must 


Be Cancelled Out 


Secretary Wallace Says 


This Is Only Hope for 


Farm Exports 


STONEVILLE, Miss—(/P)—In a sur- 


prise speech on war debts and tariffs. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace told 
several thousand Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana and Arkansas farmers here Tues- 
day that adjustment of both debts and 
tariffs would be necessary to revive 
American farm exports. 


"We can't eat our cake and have it 


too," he said. "If we are going to in- 
sist on payment of the debts, we shall 
have to abandon all hope of a healthy 
export trade in farm products for a 
long, long time to come. 


"If we want to sell farm products 


abroad in somewhat 
near the old 


quantities, then we shall hav to change 
our minds about the debts." 


Wallace, who came here as the fea- 


tured speaker at annual "Delta Day" 
exercises at the government experi- 
ment station, wtiere selected cottonseed 
lor planting is being turned out, had 
been expected to talk about cottoR 
conrol. 


Instead, he told his audience that 


America would have to change its 
psychology in foreign trade and na- ] 
tional policies to conform with the i 
post-war change from a debtor na- 
tion to a creditor nation. He said that 
after the war "Europe owed us money 
which in the long run she could repay 
only in goods ana services."

weeks or longer. In most cases there 
is a small expense but it is usually 
shaved as low as possible. Here arid 
there one finds camp grounds uot- 
fitte'd, transported arid fed at the ex- 
pense of the organization sponsoring it.

day to find parents themselves group- 
ing together to organize a camp that 
will include some of the neighbors' 
children.

adoption in 1928. With such a tech- 
nical instrument of terms, definitions^ 
rules and clauses, and with the build- 
ing industry such that practically ho 
two plumbing jobs are exactly alike, 
differences naturally arise in the in- 
terpretation of it. 


Fortunately, at the same time it is 


constructed for the public's benefit, 
It has several clauses for the protec- 
tion of the installing contractor for by 
past experience, It was found that the 
plumber and the inspector did riot 
always sec this conglomeration of 
technical terms 
through 
the same 


rose-colored glasses. As an instance, 
I did not think the City Plumbing 
Inspector was justified in receiving 
four dollars to look at the plumbing in 
(he average house whereas he had 
formerly been paid one dollar, and 
so stated this fact in your columns 
December 3rd, 1931. 


This fee is paid the inspector by the 


plumber who of course gets it from 
the owner and the inspector upto this

loans received in one month exceeded 
those received by the Federal Land 
Banks in the whole year ending June 
30. From the date the Emergency 
Farm Mortgage Act was passed, May 
12, to July 28, applications for com- 
missioner's loans numbered 70 432 for 
an aggregate of $177,926,833.

The Land Banks had 210 appraisers 


at work when the act was passed. 
This force has been expanded to over 
900 and it is expected thtat it will be
